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PART I: EMPLOYMENT AND NON-RURAL INDUSTRIES. 


Employment (New South Wales) 
GENERAL: 


Tetal employment in non-rural industries continues to increase. 
From November 1946 to May 1947,the number of male employees at work increased 
by 23,000. In the same period the number of men in the armed forces from 
New South Wales decreased by 11,000. 


About 200,000 scrvicemon have becn discharged in this State since 
the ond of the war. Of these about a third aro omployors, workers on own 
account or rural workers. Thc others form tho bulk of tho increase of 127,000 
in number of male employecs since tho end of the war. Apart from a small 
number of men still in training and a small rcserve of unskillcd and semi-skille 
workers, further increases in tho numbcr of available wage carners can oceur 
only from natural incrcawe, immigration and transfers of cmploycrs or solf- 
cmploycrs to wage carning cmploymcnt. On the othcr hand, it is to be coxpectcd 
that now factorics and oxpansion to cxisting factorios, as woll as oxpansion 
of houso building and othour construction, will further incrcasc tho domand for 
labour. Tho introduction of the 40 hours wock, in July 1947, will havo 4 
similar offcet, unless it is mot by inercaso in overtimo workcd or incrcascd 
intonsity of cffort, or othcr adjustmont. 


Tho number of fomeles in employment (cxcluding domestic and rural) 
was 252,000 at tho ond of May, 1947. This is vory much grcotcr than in July, 
1939 (168, 000). After a fall of 6,000 between July, 1945 and July, 1946, 
fomale cmploymont rosc back to the high war-time levcl, but has shown little 
change since November, 1946.

4n excoss of 3,200 in the number 
of vacancics for mon (registrations with C.E.S. offices) over the number of 
thosc waiting for plecoment in May is symptometic.., of the present shortage 
of labour. Tho fall in the number of vacancics in &pril was duc to a temporary 
cut of 2,000 in lebouvr requirements for tho Warragamba Dam construction; 2 
further fcll of 1,000 in May may be due to mtcrial shortages or the realisation 
by cmployers that lebour is unprocurable. 


The shortege of male labour is particulerly acute for skilled jobs 
in the hecvy industrics, mining, end building and construction work; thoro is 
still a numbor of men in occupations requiring less skill (drivers, storemon, 
unskilled weanual workers, watchmon, clcancrs) who are out of work or went a 
change of job. At the end of May, only 1,800 men were receiving unemployment 
bencfits, including a large proportion in mining towns whcre no alternative 
employment for men unfit for mine-work is availablo. dpart from the Sydncy 
arce, the shortege of meny typcs of lebour is fclt clso in the Wollongong end 
Nowecstle districts (mining, steclworks, building). 


Shortage of femelc labour rowfins acute in most occupations. The 
number of veéancics for women registercd with the C.Ji.S. hes fallen from 
10,500 in August 1946 to 6,900 in Mey, 1947. This fell may be due partly or 
wholly. through employers failing to notify cll vecancics on account cf the 
shortage of femele labour rcgistcred. The shori:.ge of fommle factory workers 
cxtcnds now elso to somo country tovms (Albury, Goulburn) where clothing 
factorics have bocn establishcd during and sincc the wor.

Tho mein inereasc in employment in the six months 
pte? Noveribor,1946 to May, 1947 has been in the “othcr industrics" group 
which includes building end constructicn. Factcries, transport ond communicati 
comierce, finance, and professicnal scrvicos, also show appreciable rises in 
emplcynont in that pcricd. Enplcynent in the retail cond ccri-orce and finance 
grcups, which had becn reduced during the war years, now cxccods substantially 
the pro-wor lovel. Feectcry cmploynent has risen by over 50% since 1939.

NEW FACTORIES: (New South Wales). 
The growth of new factory activity continyes very strongly in 
New South Wales. In the seven years ended June 1946 the number of factorics 
(establishments using powcr or employing four or more workcre for manufacturc) 
increased from 9,464 to 12,287 or by 2,823. During tho yoar endcd Juno 1947, 
an additional 1,578 new factorics were rccordcod and complcte collection now 
being mado undcor the Now South Walcs Consus Act is likoly to show a still 
grcatcr figure. Whilc many of theso new factorics arc small,a substantial 
numbcr of them is already of considerablo size and the initial cmployment 
in thom wes statcd to be 10,621. Employnent in fectories previcusly established 
is also increasing. 


In the eleven months cndcd Mey 1947,total cuploymont in factorics in Ncw Soutn 
Walcs increased by 15,400 comparcd with 1,000 in the year ondod June 1946 and 
82,000 during the six ycers ondcd Jume1945. 


Initial omployment in new factorics rcgistored in Now South 
Weles rose from 7,726 in 1945/46 to 10,621 in 1946/47 (yccr cndod Junc). A 
third of the numbur in 1946/47 was employcd in now factorics outside the Sydney 
end suburben area. Comparing omployment in new and in cxisting fretorics, 
clothing and woodworking «nd furniture factorics showcd tho grcetost oxpension 
during the yoar; ‘facsc figurcs do not include the cxpansion of cxisting factorics.

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INDUSTRIAL DISPUTES: 


Detailed statistics as tc industriel disputcs in New 
Scuth Wealcs during 1946 heave ncw bcon published. A total of 916,000 man- 
working deys wore lost through industrial disputcs during the yoor,cs 
compared with 1,879,000 in 1945 ond an annuol everago of 644,000 for the 
threo years 1937-39. Coalemining disputes acecuntcd for ebout e« third cf tho 
total in 1945 and 1946. Principel cther industrics affected in 1946 were: 
Ircn and Steol works (354,000 days lcst), watersido workers (132,000 days 
lest), manufacturing industrios (57,000 days lost), Thoso figuros indicate 
only the time lost in direct ecnsoqucnee of industriul disputes withcut 
showing the cffect cf disputcs in the basic mtcricl cnd transpcrt industrics 
cn othor undcrtakings. Among causcs cf industrial disputes in 1946,those 
roleting tc working conditicns were rcspensible for 37% of the mine-working dcys 
lost in minos,cnd disputcs as tc cuplcyment cf labour for 18%3 50% cf the loss 
in other industrics was duc tc wage disputes.

Ccmpering the industrial dislcceticns following the 1914-1918 end 
1939-1945 wars,it cppcars that the reccnversicn from wor tc poace ecnditicns 
was effcectod moro smccthly in 1945/46 then in the industrial uphecyal of 
1919/20. Totel omplcyront has greatly inercased since thony.:ct the sane time 
proportion cf manworking days lost through disputcs to total min-days has 
decreased. However, it must be ccnsidercd that Becauso of the growth of 
secondary industrics ,producticn of ccal and other basic uatcricels, such as 
ircn anc stcol, has gained in importaneco as koy to production in othcr 
incustrice and tht disputes affecting thei often causo majcr dislocations 
(nct recorded in theso statistics) with moro ecricus offcets cn the ceoncny 
than they would havo hod in the 1920's.

The inercesccad velume of railway treffic curing cnd sinee the war has 
groatly increased gross railwey oarnings as ccrparcd with pro-war ycars, but 
this increase is cxceedcd by the rise in wage rates and material costs,with a 
consequent decline in tho balance of ocurnings available to meot dcbt charges 
which in 1945/46 aicuntec tc about £7 nillicns. It has been anncunecd that 
the loss cn railway cperaticns for tho full ycar 1946-47 was £1.5 millions, 
and it is estimated that costs will rise very substantially during 1947-48 
when the full cffcet cf recont wage rises and the introducticn cf the 40-hcur 
wock is taken into account.

PART II FINANCE AND TRADE. 
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New South Wales. 

The fall of £3 millions in trading bank deposits during liay 
1947 has no special significance. It is part of the customary mid-year movement 
due to factors such as tax payments, and termination of the season's selling 
of wool and other primary products, 


The general trend still is for trading bank deposits to increase, 
and the amount in May 1947 (£246 millions) is more than twice the amount at the 
outbreak of war (£115 millions). But the rate of increase is slackening. 
Comparative amounts of increase from mid-ycar to uid-year are approximatoly 
as follow 4943-44 ,£35 millions; 1944-45 ,£20 millions; 1945~46,213 millions ;and 
1946-47,£7 millions. 


Re-expansion of advances, aftor their declino during tho wer ycars, 
has been continuous over the past year. Thoy rose from £88 millions in May, 
1946 to £114 millions in May, 1947. This amount is a little bolow tho pre-war 
total (£123 millions in September Quarter 1939) but, allowing for the 
substantial riso in price levels, it is ovident that the volume of busincss 
at prescnt financed by bank advances is very far below the pre-wer level.

Tronds in Australian banking figures correspond to those cvident in 
New South Wales. Custozers' deposits with trading banks,which head risen from 
£323 millions in May, 1939 to £587 millions in May, 1945 ond £631 millions in 
liay, 1946,showod only a moderate inercasc of £23 millions to £654 millions 
between May, 1946 and May, 1947. 


Advances to customers of trading benks in Australia fcll from £291 
millions in Mey 1939 to £198 millions carly in 1945. In May 1946 they had 
reached :.220 millions and in Mey 1947 £286 millions. 


Although the amount of cdvances (cxprcssod in £) is now ncearly oqual 
to thet of 1939, 1% must be discounted vory substantially to allow for the 
pubstantizl risc in price levels before drawing conclusions «as to the rolative 
voluiic of business sustained by cdvencus. 


The offcets of verious expansionary influcnees opcreting in Austrelic 
have becn partly checked by the Commonwealth Governmcnt's use of surplus 
belencos for the rcducticn of short-term dcbt. The reduction of the treading 
benks' holdings of freasury bills cnd Goverment sceuritics during the year 
aetually execeds the inercasc in trading bonk edvanccs to customers. 


Thoro hes boen a substantial decreasc in the trading benks' liquid 
and semi-liquid assets since May, 1946 as shown in the foll of the ratio of 
eash and treasury bills to doposits from 13% to 9%. In Moy, 1939 the trading 
benks held 1G4 of deposits in cash ard trocsury bills. But,es the ratio of 
advances to deposits has fallen from appraximetcly 90% in 1939 to 44% in 19417, 
end as 43% of deposits are now redeposited on special e.ccount with the 
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Couisonwealth Bank,the trading banks can opcrate on a much smaller liquid 
esscts ratio than before the war.

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NEW SOUTH WALES ACCOUNTS: 

Revenue for the eleven months ended May, 1947 totalled 
£66.9 millions as compared with £63.5 millions for the game period of 1945/46. 
This rise is mainly due to increased receipts from the Commonwealth; the total 
of £18 millions for the 1946/47 period under that heading includes £1 millien 
for hospital benefits which aro being disburscd through thc Hospitals Commission, 
and £14.3 millions for tax rcimbursoments(£13.1 millions (tax rcimbursements for 
the eleven months period in 1945/46). For the whole year 1946/47, roimburscpcnts 
for income and entertainment taxos arg budgeted at £16.5 millions as against 
21505 millions in 1945/46. Incroascd yicld in Stato taxos ig mainly due to 
higher rcovcnue from Stamp and Probatc dutics. 


The total revenue from Stato busincss undortakings in 1946/47 (11 months) 
romaincd the samc as in 1945/46, but cxpendituro on that account incressod: 
by £1.4 millions. Exponditure from loan funds for public works for tho olcvycn 
months totalled £7.4 millions (not,cxeluding cxponditure from repayments) .

COMMONWALTH ACCOUNTS: 


Commonwealth tex rceecipts for the clceven months condod 
May, 1947 totalled £317.8 millions, a riso of £23.8 millions over the samo period 
of 1945/46. This is meinly duo to inercascd roceipts from indirect taxes which 
elroandy cxeeed the budget estimate for tho wholo yoar. Theo rising volume of 
jimports hag inercescd the yicld from customs and excise thrcughout the ycar in 
Spite of « reduction in ratcs in Docenmbcr, 1946. . Since the rcovision of sales 
tux retos, returns from this scurco heve also stcadily increased. Because of 
largo tcx payments due from individuals and companics other than wago and salcory 
carnors during June,recoipts for the eleven months give no dndicaticn as to 
whethcr the budget estimate of £202 millions for income tax and social scrvicos 
ecntributicns will be roaliscd.

£317.28 millions that is 223.8 millions moro than in 1945/46. An ineroasc in 
post officc roceipts is cxcocded by grcator oxponditurc undor that hcoading. 

The risc in social scrviccs commitments is duc to the introduetion of hospital 
benefits (£4.1 millions for the elcevon months) and incroascd payments for othor 
benofits. The total cxpendituro of £56-3 millions shown undcr thet hoading 
includos £3.1 millions paid from the balanco hold in the National Welfaro Fund. 
Tho budget for 1946-47 provides for social service payments of £67.67 millions, 
of which £3.67 millions arv to be mct from the National Wolfaro Fund balances.

The inereese 
in new business from £25.7 millions in 1939 tc £31.5 taillions in 1945 has been 
oxclusively in the ordinary assuranccs, anc has becn stimulated by tho growing 
pepulerity cf group schemes end superannuaticn benefits schetics established by 
cormerciel and industrial entcrpriscs. The average auicunt of pclicy in 1945 
wes £374 in tho ordinary branch cnd £50 in the industrial branch (£364 and £45 
‘at: ‘thevend of 1939). 


Monthly returns cveilable frei the Cor scnwealth Insurance Coknissicnor 
as fre Janucry, 1947 incicate that new lifc assurance businoss continues to 
expand and is abcve the high level cof the war years.

The riso in the valuc of ccrmodity experts from £153 millions in 
1945/46 to £251 millions in 1946/47 (ton months periods) is partly duc to the 
inercase of £50 millicns in the valuc cf wool exports. However, it appears 
that 40-50% of this year’s wool exports was sade up by wool from the 1945/46 
end carlier clips (appraised in yoar cf production, but shipment colayod), sc 
that the veluc of oxports from currcnt producticn is lower than the above 
figuros indiceto. The share cf the Unitcd States and other countries in wool 
purchases at tho 1946/47 auction salcs cannct be derived from currcnt oxport 
statistics as these includo "clad" wool. Close ecupariscn botweon quantitics 
sold and oxported is not pessible on the information published to date, but tho 
following figures indicate tho pcesition.in respect of Australija:-~

When the woight differconce betwoon greasy and scoured wool is taken 
into acecunt (1 lb of groesy wool to abcut 2.18 lbs cf sccurcd) tagethey with 
purchases by. Australian woollen mills (abcut 157% of the total clip in 1943-44), 
it is clear that curront exports wero nearly twice as high as wool from the 
current clip available for expert. 


Quantitics and values of oxpcrts of wheat and flcur, tinnod end froson 
neats,and other primary products (exccpting butter and pork preducts) were 
higher in 1946/47 then in 1945/46. There has becn a nctable rise, during end 
since the wor, in tho export cf procossed fcods such as cheese, end other wilk 
products, flour, and tinned meats,but shipments of othcr. products (flcur, 
butter, frozen moat, dricc fruits anc suger) were much srallor in 1946/47 than 
in 1938/39 althcugh the rise in prices wade up partly for thet fall. 


Imports and exports for May, 1947 totalled £25.5 millions an1 £29.7 
millicns rcspectively. For the clcven months ended May, 1947 inports were 
£208.6 millions and expcrts £280.5 millicns as cgainst £180 millicns cnd 
£172.9 millions for the same pericd cf 1945-46. 
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PART III : RURAL INDUSTRIMS. 


THE SEASON: 


Mild weather prevailed over the State during Iay with good 
rainfalls spread over most districts towards the end of the month. The weather 
has generally been favourable for sowing and germination in theo wheat districts 
but more rain is needed in the southern and western districts whore the 
offects of the provious long dry spell have not yot been completely overcome. 
The position in pastoral districts is not so satisfuctory «s rainfalls in 
April and Mey werc below normal; pasturc growth hus been slow end may not be 
sufficient for winter fucding. Rain in meny doiry districts came too lato to 
bonofit pasture growth ond has not favourcd the propuretion of land for winter 
food sowings on the North Coust. 


Widosprocd rainfalls over inland districts in Juno were followed by 
a change to cold weather over the Statc.

During liay, salce of 1946-47 wool totalled 97,900 bales in Sydney and 
2,600 balus in Goulburn,with anothor 3,500 beles shipped ex store for 
disposal «broad. About 56,000 bales were received into storo, and sales 
reduccd the balance in storo from 127,000 bales at the end of April to 
79,000 bales. Wool exports from the State for the cleven months ended liay 
wore 1.72 wales; including a large proportion of wool from prcvious clips.

German woolcombing, spinning and woaving plant,as fer as it is not requirod 
fer German home requirements,will be used fcr the British industry. It will 
be operated on British acccunt and the wool will be shipped direct tc the 
Gorman plants though payricnt is to be cffected thrcugh the British buyers. 


Tc date only small quantities of Australian wocl (7,300 belcs) have 
been shipped tc Japan, and definite plans for further shipments havo not yet 
beon annuunced. The danger cf inercased wool tariffs in the United Statos 
has, at least tompcrarily, been averted but purchases of Austrclian wool for 
the United States cannct bo expeetcd to continuc at the high war-tinc lovel, 
when it aiacuntod to abcut half cf the Australian clip as ccmpared with loss 
than 5% before the wer.

Sowings fcr the 1947-48 ercp heve been ecmpleted in New Scuth Wales end 
conciticns generally have been favourable fcr the geriination of seed. 
Progress tabulaticns of farmcrs' returns indicate thet a totel aroa cf 
approximetoly § millicn cecres has beon sown to wheat this season (about 
4.6 rillicn acres for grain end the belance for hey and green feed). 


This ares. is approximately helf a million acres greatcr than tho 
area scwn with wheet in 1946-47 and considerably less than was generally 
anticipated. It falls short cf the total area sown with wheat in 1938-39 
(5,246,000 acres) and is still furthcr below the record area of 5,674,000 
acros sown with wheat in 1620-31. 


Rovisee estinetes for the 1946-47 wheet crop in Justralia,which heave 
now boon issucd by tho Couricnwealth Stutistician, put tho total harvested 
for grein at 116.49 millicn bushels cs compared with 142.41 millicn bushels 
in 1945-46 and an average cf 169.4 millicn bushels for ton yoers pricr tc 
the wor. The foilure cf the Now South Wales and Quoonsland crops in 1946-47 
was portly componsated by the satisfactory Victcrian horvost. The Scuth and 
Western Australian crops,though above the previcus years figuros, wore 
considerably lowcr than curing pre-war ycors. 


The whoat export prico (Australian Wheat Board's basic expert 
price fecer. ports) has now rison to 16/4 a bushcl (Juno, 1947,)as against 
10/2 in June, 1946 anc 2/6 in 1939. Tho recent International Whoat Conferenco 
in London failed tc obtain agreenent between producers and ccnswiers, but ao 
craft was propared for submissicn to the Internaticnal Wheat Ccuncil providing 
for waxinun on¢ wininun price limits within which inpcrters undertake tc buy 
cortein guarentecd quentitics, thcugh it will be difficult to fix such "whoct 
pceints" at levols acceptcblo to both prccucers and ecnsuiers. The United 
Statce, fearful of a sluiip in the wheat nerket Curiny next scason, want tc fix 
prices at current levels, while the United Kingdon is inclined to defor lcng- 
torn ecruiticnts because a cheapcning of food imperts is an cesontial pert 
of its reccvery progreirie.

DAIRYING: 


Butter production in New South Wales factories for the 1946-47 
season is likely to be little more than 27,000 tons - the lewest figure since 
1920. The average annual factory production of butter for the three scasons 
ended June 1942 was 44.800 tons. Output of New South Wales factorics for the 
eleven months cnded May, 1947 was 25,300 tons,that is 6,600 tons loss than in 
1945/46 and 17,100 below the avcrage of 1939 ie 1942.

Output for 
the clevcn months cndcd Mey, 1947 totalled 1,957 tons es against 2,104 tons and 
2,555 tons for the samc periods of 1945-46 and the averege of 1939-42. The 
wholomilk cquivalcent of milk used for processing in the form of concontratcd, 
condensed and powdered milk,and milk foods roso from 4.2 million gallons in 


1937-38 to 17.1 million iene in 1945-46; for the ten months ended April, 1947, 


13 million gallons wero used for this purpose in New South Walos. 


MEAT PRODUCTION: 


In spite of increascd demand, beef cnd veel production in 

New South Wales doclined during the war years. Preiuction of beef foll from 
150,000 tons in 1938-39 to 113,0°O tons in 1944-45 ,®at3 showod improvement to 
119,000 tons in 1945-46. Veal production fcll from 22,000 tons in 1938-39 to 
13,000 tons in 1944-45 end 12,000 tons in 1945-46. Production of mutton roso 
from 72,000 tons in 1938-39 be 101,000 tons in 1943-44 but adverso scesons have 
rcduccd flocks since and erceae een fcoll to 85,000 tone in 1945-465 Production 
of lamb,which had been 29,000 tens in 1938-39 and 56,000 in 1943-44 ,rcmaincd 
above pre-wer level at 41,000 tons in 1945- 46. The levol of production during 
a current year has boen below thet of 1945-46. Production of conned mects 

as groatly stimulated by wartime domeands and has been maintained sinco, rising 
em 1,500 tons in 1938-39 tc 11,900 tons in 1945-46.
